Letter From San Francisco. 


Ha n F r a n c is c o , Deo. 8. 
W ith a roaring fire burning on the 
iiearth, all the windows and doors do­ 
sed and a pipe between my lips, I can 
hid ddlunee to the elements, and 
gather my wits together, thankful 
th at my lines have fallen in pleasant 
places, and that 1 am not compelled to 
go out upon the streets such miserable 
weather as this. During the past week 
we have had a horrible time, thnt is to 
say, horrible so far as the amount of 
discomfort we have had to endure, is 
concerned. 
We have been fayored 
with almost a continual storm of hail 
and rain with bitter cold weather. 
The wet season opened with a verita­ 
ble snow storm, an event beyond the 
recollection of even that mythological 
individual the oldest inhabitant. In 
the suburbs the hills were covered with 
snow. Tl»e effect was proportionally 
charming, hut in the City, about Mont­ 
gomery uud California streets, the ef­ 
fect was far from pleasing, and the 
comfort was about the same. 
Mud 
and slush reign triumphant, our streets 
are in a dreadful condition, and whilst 
we are all glad to see the rain, never­ 
theless we all wish it was well over. 
A MONSTER HOTEL. 
Han Francisco is last attaining pre­ 
eminence as the focus of travel. 
Peo­ 
ple who have resided here for years 
and are intimately acquainted with 
the varied phases of California lile 
have scarcely awakened to the value 
of the attractions that'impel pilgrim­ 
age hither. W e have already secured 
a liberal share of the travel of those 
from the east, west and north, who 
are compelled to seek balm ier climes 
to spena the winter months. (Kindly 
forget about the snow storm mention­ 
ed in the previous paragraph, as this 
was a very exceptional ease). During 
the past year the hotel interests of the 
city, have increased at a wonderful 
rate, the buildings erected have ex­ 
ceeded in size almost anything before 
conceived in this line in America, but 
these have been found wholly insuffi­ 
cient to meet the demand for accommo­ 
dation. The Grand, the Lick, the Oc­ 
cidental and the Cosmopolitan have 
been found quite . inadequate to meet 
the requirements of the traveling pub­ 
lic, and now comes to the front two of 
our wealthiest capitalists, Sharon and 
Halston, who propose building the 
largest hotel in the world. The new 
hotel will occupy a space of 92,2(H) feet. 
The cost is estimated at $820,000, and 
the site is one of the greatest public­ 
ity, viz., that lot of land bounded by 
New Montgomery, 844 feet, Market, 
275 feet, Annie, 304 feet and Jessie 225 
feet. To give you the particulars of 
the building would occupy too much 
space, but I may mention that the 
dining room will be 165 feet in length 
and 55 feet in width,the broakfast room 
will be 110 feet in length and 55 feet in 
width. The edifice will be six stories 
high, and capable of furnishing ac­ 
commodation to 1,200 guests. There 
will b« no fooms that are not lighted 
directly from the open air, and each 
suit of rooms and some of the single 
rooms will have bath tubs and every 
other requisite for the comfort of tire 
visitors. This monster hotel will un­ 
doubtedly take some time to erect, but 
w ith the mine of money at the back of 
the men who have taken the m atter in 
hand, delay must not be, looked for. 
The work of clearing the ground lias 
already commenced, and the adver­ 
tisements for tenders for the founda­ 
tion hftve already appeared. 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
The glorious muddle in our Fire De­ 
partm ent, referred to in my last, still 
continues. The old Board still hold 
possession and although we have two 
elected chiefs y et they both have so 
far shown their common sense as not 
to allow the party squabbles to inter­ 
fere with the working of the depart­ 
m en t The new chief (Seannell) has 
consented not to act until ttie whole 
affair has been settled in the couits. 
in the meantime the old Board refuse 
to hand .over the archives. The new 
Board bold meetings all over the town, 
brag nnd boast a good deal, usually 
winding up by the forms and ceremon­ 
ies of electing their men over again. 
From begining to end it is simply dis­ 
graceful, and the sooner it is stopped 
the better. Both the chiefs are good 
men none will deny, but with a city 
liko tills, mostly built of wood, with 
a supply of water very inefficient, it 
does seem a pitv that our only protec­ 
tion in case of nre should have its ef­ 
ficiency destroyed by the cabals of 
politicians, 
w hich are'in the right it 
would be vain to say, and even when 
you have heard both sides of the ques­ 
tion it is difficult to decide.

Thé stock books of the Street Rail, 
road Company are now open at Temple 
Jt Workman’s Bank, and quite a num­ 
ber of shares have already been sub­ 
scribed. The Capital Stooa is to con­ 
sist of 700 shares of $20 each. Twenty 
per cent, is to be paid in at the time of 
subscribing, and the balance in in­ 
stallments as called for by the Direct­ 
ors, until the shares are fully paid up, 
after which no stock is liable to assess­ 
ment, unless by the num inous con­ 
sent of the share-holders. 
The prospects are that the stock will 
soon all be taken, aqd the construction 
of the road begun at an early date. 
The completion of the road is a matter 
of great importance to the people of 
Loa Ángeles. Our city is spread over 
a good deal of grouni, and the natural 
designe#out fifteen» in this beautiful 
climate to possess large grounds and 
gardens, has a tendency to scatter 
population. This makes it essential 
that we should at all times have some 
cheap, quick and easy means of com­ 
munication. Such a means a street 
railroad will afford. 
Not only will 
such an enterprise prove remunerative 
to the owners of the stock, but it will 
largely increase the value of outlying 
city property, and the holders of resl 
estate, in easy reach of the proposed 
line, should take the stock at once, as 
there can be no doubt that they will 
soon get their money back in the in­ 
creased value of their lands. In all 
the Eastern cities, street railroads have 
proved to be immensely profitable 
and in many of them, no larger than 
Los Angeles, the stock cannot 
be 
bought at any price. This fact, taken 
in connection with the liberal terms 
offered by the company, should Insure 
the subscription of the 
necessary 
amount In a few days. 


A CONUNDRUM. 


What is the reason that the average 
country editor cannot help misrepre­ 
senting when he undertakes to quote 
the opinion of an exchange? The 
Southern Californian represents us as 
favoring the use of railroads as cora- 
mou highways upon which everybody 
should be allowed to run' their own 
private trains at their own will. That 
we never advocated anything of the 
kind will appear to any one who reads 
our article. 
What we did suggest, 
was that roads built wholly or in part 
by the State, should be declared pub­ 
lic highways on which any one should 
be allowed to run trains, subject to all 
necessary regulations, such regulations 
to Imj presented and enforced by the 
State. The Californian thinks this 
idea Utopian. We should like that 
astute authority on railway matters to 
explain why such a plan is impracti­ 
cable. Canals have been operated in 
that matter from time immemorial, 
and we never hear of any difficulty. 
It is not essential to regularity of 
movement that the same company 
should own the track and the rolling 
stock, and all over the United States 
there are corporations owning cars 
which they hire hauled over the vari­ 
ous roads, paying so much per mile for 
the service, and making their own 
freight rates. 


TIM Difference. 


Just now our Eastern friends are 
wrestling with the problem of how to 
provide for their poor. 
A terrible 
financial revulsion has swept over the 
country, crippling the energies of the 
strongest, and bringing untold misery 
to the poor and week. To add to the 
distress the howling storm of a North­ 
ern winter are upon them, bringing in 
their dismal train, the added horrors 
of a rigorous climate. In New York, 
the working-men have .met in conven­ 
tion, and resolved that they will sup­ 
ply their families with the necessities 
of life, and send the bills to the City 
Treasury for liquidation. There are 
18,000 skilled workmen out of employ­ 
ment in the State of New York, and 
7,500 persons apply for lodgings at the 
City Station house, weekly. Through­ 
out the East, and even in the pros­ 
perous interior States, the same story 
of thousands out of employment, of 
increased suffering and destitution, is 
found in every newspaper. 
Here is Southern California; let us 
thank our splendid climate and gener­ 
ous soil that there can be little actual 
want or suffering. There is work for 
everybody. 
Our soil, with its rich 
and varied products, is capable of sus­ 
taining a teeming population, and we 
have no cold and biting winter to add 
to the expense of living. The necessa­ 
ries of life are plentiful and cheap; 
our population can live out of doors 
the coldest day in the year; icc and 
snow are unknown, and labor is well 
rewarded.

A Dali for Fact*. 


Our opposition to the scheme of #t- 
curing government alii for the Texas 
Pacific has aroused the ire of the San 
Diego Union and It is ravenous for 
facts. Like the Irishman who was 
afraid of justice, we apprehend that 
facts are just the thing our San Diegan 
has the least use for. But he has de­ 
manded them and here they are. The 
H k k a i.i> holds that subsidizing the 
Texas Pacific is full of danger to our 
National interests. 8an Diego tragi­ 
cally dentande the facts. Has the 
Union forgotten Credit Mobllier? 
Has the fearful demoralization of the 
administration forces by dabbling in 
railroad building escaped its memory? 
Have the dying groans of Colfax and 
Bingham, aud Patterson, and a host 
of greater and lesser lights in the Re­ 
publican party ceased to echo in its 
ears ? The Union places party above 
country, and we ask It to recall the 
ruin that government railroading has 
wrought in the high places of the 
party of its choice, and has not the 
government snft'ered ? To say noth­ 
ing about the vast territory and the 
millions of money that have been 
squandered, »,one lnto 
pockets of 
thieving speculators and corrupt con­ 
gressmen, the demoralization that has 
resulted menaces our existence even 
as a nation. Does the Union dare to 
assert that the purchase of seats in the 
United States Senate, the bribing of 
Congressmen, the wholesale purchase 
of Legislators to which railroad subsi­ 
dizers are notoriously addicted is not 
dangerous? Is there no danger or 
disgrace in such practices as Caldwell, 
aud Patterson, and Brooks, and Har­ 
lan and Ames, and the rest of the cor­ 
rupt crew are guilty of? 
The Union wishes to know what ex­ 
perience our government has had in 
building railroads that should deter it 
from going ahead ? We reply we ask 
when has it ever had anything to do 
with railroad building that it has not 
been swindled. It gave the Union 
Pacific an empire and in addition 
guaranteed its bonds to an amount 
sufficient to build the road. By brib­ 
ery It Was swindled out of Its security 
and now has both interest and princi­ 
ple to pay, with no chance of getting 
a dollar in return. The experience of 
the general government is the experi­ 
ence of almost every State aud county 
that has dabbled in the subsidy busi­ 
ness. Look at the Southern States, 
overwhelmed with bankruptcy 
by 
their ventures in railroad building.

Here is the- latest prescription for 
the destruction of squirrels, Boil one- 
third of a pint of vinegar, add to this 
one ounce of fine pulverized strych­ 
nine, stir it well, put it into six quarts 
of water, in an old tin pan. Half of 
tills dose was sufficient to kill sixty- 
two squirrels in three days over in Al­ 
ameda county. 


• C a l if o r n ia A» A G r a x k r y.—Cali­ 
fornia gives promise of looming up 
into new prominence as one of the 
greatest of grain-producing countries. 
And just now, when Russia and the 
United States aré looked to by Eng­ 
land and France to make lip a defi­ 
ciency of 150,000,000 bushels, Califor­ 
nia conies up smiling with her fair 
share of the needed grain. During the 
three mouth ending September 30th, 
there left the Golden Gate 136 vessels, 
carrying 80,000 tons, or nearly 3,000,000 
bushels, and thus far this year such 
shipments from California have aggre­ 
gated 225,000 tons, or some 8,300*000 
bushels. At least one-third more has 
been shipped during the year than for 
the corresponding period of last year. 
The season’s crop has been a good one, 
and although the yield has been some­ 
what below that of 1872, the cash 
value of the crop, at the advanced pri­ 
ces of the year, has beeu greater than 
any previous year. This encouraging 
state of things has stimulated the far­ 
mers in all the wheat-growing coun­ 
ties to devote more land to wheat, 
and it is already evident that the com­ 
ing year will show an increase of 
thousands of acres in the acreage sown 
to wheat. As in almost everything 
else she produces, California may 
justly boast of her wheat as a world’s 
marvel, both in quantity and quality, 
and her development in this direction 
is likely to inure more to the’ world’s 
benfit than has the gold which has 
been snatched from hes bosom.—[New 
York Mail. 


S h e e p 
K il l e d .—The Marysville 
Appeal, of December 9th, says: A 
large number of sheep have died since 
the storm of last Wednesday, and more 
will die because of the wet -and cold 
weather. 
We hear that the sheep- 
raisers in Butte county have suffered 
large losses. In this county the herd­ 
ers have not been heard from except 
in a few instances. Thomas F. Kim­ 
ball, who has two flocks of 1,000 each, 
one in this county and the other in 
Sutter, had lost but i^bout twenty heud 
up to Saturday, but was expecting to 
lose heavily it the cold rainy weather 
contiuued. There are many flocks of 
sheep in Colusa county grazing along 
the foothills of the Coast range, where 
they cannot be fed, and where great 
fatality may be expected to occur. 
Kimball is of the opinion that the loss 
by the storm will be'equal to half of 
the natural increase for the season. 
He is feeding his flocks, beside 100 
head of horses and other stock.”

THE MAYO.TS MESSAGE. 


Editor H erald: —The Star and 
Express, while they commend the re­ 
cent message of the Mayor to the 
Common Council, except to a suggest­ 
ion contained therein respecting the 
expense of lighting the street. 
The Express says: “ We are aware 
of only one proposition in which we 
would take issue with the Mayor’s 
couolusions, and that is in his views 
upon the responsibility of only such 
of the citizens as aré immediately 
benefitted by the street lights in front 
of their property, to hi taxed for the 
same?’ Tt is evident the writer of the 
foregoing did not read the message, as 
It does not advance any such propo­ 
sition. 
The Star says: “ The ground taken 
by the Mayor in the matter of lighting 
the streets is not consistent. The same 
argument may be used in reference to 
any municipal necessity. The light­ 
ing of the public streets is for the pub­ 
lic good and should be paid for out of 
the public fund. You might as con­ 
sistently impose a school tax upon 
those who have children, and except 
those who have none.” 
If the public streets are to be light­ 
ed, there could he no question but that 
the cost of so doing should be paid by 
the public fund. But I do not under­ 
- stand that such is the intention or de­ 
sire of either the .Star or Express. 
Neither do I believe that the people of 
^ Los Angeles would pay any school 
taxes, if ouly the children of those 
parents who live on Main street were 
suffered to attend the schools. I would 
not ask the Star if the construction of 
sidewalks is not for the public good as 
well as the lighting of the streets. 
And no huo ana cry lias been raised 
against that great inconsistency of 
• compelling the expense to be borne by 
the adjoining property. 
I cannot perceive why it is consist­ 
ent to make property on Jefferson and 
Cbaparal streets pay fot lighting Main 
street, and exempt it from pnylng for 
the sidewalks on the latter streets. If 
I rightly understand the propositions 
of the Mayor, they are that the light­ 
ing of some portions of the streets is a 
general benént, but that the benefit is 
greater to that portion of the city 
which is lighted, than to that which is 
not, and therefore the property along 
those streets that are lighted should 
pay something additional in compen­ 
sation for the greater benefit it re­ 
ceives.

is regarded as preliminary to fulfil­ 
ment of stipulations. The impression 
Is that the surviving passengers and 
crew of the Virginius will be delivered 
on the same day.
